1 Existing Roads

To reach the Berry Petroleum Company well, LC Tribal 11-26D-46, in Section 26-T4S-R6W:

Start in Duchesne, Utah. Proceed southwest on US Highway 191. Travel southwest 3.5 miles.
Turn west, then travel approx.6.6miles on existing two track. At fork in road go south, travel 4.1
miles south {(down Skitzy Canyon) at next bend in road take sharp left and go North 2.3 miles.
Turn left (west) go 0.3 miles into location for LC Tribal 11-26D-46.

The existing oilfield service road may need some surface material to prevent or repair holes in the
road due to heavy truck traffic during the drilling and completion operation. If repairs are made the
operator will secure material from private sources.

4 Location of Tank Batteries, Production Facilities and Production Gathering and Service
Lines

All permanent (on site for six months or longer) structures constructed or installed will be painted
a flat, non-reflective, earth tone color to match one of the standard environmental colors, as
determined by the five state Rocky Mountain Inter-Agency Committee. All facilities will be
painted within six months of installation. Facilities required to comply with the Occupational
Safety and Health Act (OSHA) will be excluded. The required paint color is desert brown (10YR
6/4) unless otherwise designated by the Authorized Officer.

A containment dike will be constructed completely around those production facilities which
contain fluids (i.e., production tanks, produced water tanks). This dike will be constructed of
compacted subsoil, be impervious, hold 100% of the capacity of the largest tank. The site specific
APD will address additional capacity if such is needed due to environmental concerns. The use of
topsoil for the construction of dikes will not be allowed. If a Spill Prevention, Control, and
Countermeasure (SPCC) Plan is required by the Environmental Protection Agency, the
containment dike may be expanded with the Authorized Agency Officer’s approval to meet SPCC
requirements.

Gas meter runs will be located approximately 100 feet from the wellhead. Where necessary, the
gas line will be anchored down from the wellhead to the meter.

5 Location and Type of Water Supply

Water for the drilling and completion will be pumped or trucked from the Berry source wells

Feedlot, Sec. 28, T3S, R3W or from Petroglyph Operating Company 08-04 Waterplant, Sec. 8,
T5S, R3W .

6 Source of Construction Materials

All construction materials for this location site and access road shall be borrow material
accumulated during construction of the location site and access road.

Additional gravel or pit lining material will be obtained from a private source.

The use of materials under Authorized Agency jurisdiction will conform with 43 CFR 3610.2-3.
7 Methods of Handling Waste Materials

Drill cuttings will be contained and buried in the reserve pit.

Drilling fluids, including salts and chemicals, will be contained in the reserve pit. Upon
termination of drilling and completion operations, the liquid contents of the reserve pit will be used
at the next drill site or will be removed and disposed of at an approved waste disposal facility
within 180 days after drilling is terminated. Upon well completion, weather permitting (summer
months), any hydrocarbons in the pit shall be removed in accordance with 43 CFR 3162.7-1.

Unless otherwise specified, the reserve pit will be constructed on the location and will not be
located within natural drainages, where a flood hazard exists or surface runoff will destroy or
damage the pit walls. The reserve pit will be constructed so that it will not leak, break, or allow
discharge of liquids.

If it is determined at the onsite that a pit liner is necessary, the reserve pit will be lined with a
synthetic reinforced liner a minimum of 12 millimeters thick, with sufficient bedding used to cover
any rocks. The liner will overlap the pit walls and be covered with dirt and/or rocks to hold it in
place. Trash or scrap that could puncture the liner will not be disposed of in the pit.

Reserve pit leaks are considered an unacceptable and undesirable event and will be orally reported
to the Authorized Agency Officer.

After first production, produced wastewater will be trucked to one of the following approved waste
water disposal sites: R.N. Industries, Inc. Sec. 4, T2S, R2W, Bluebell; MC & MC Disposal Sec.
12, T6S, R19E, Vernal; LaPoint Recycle & Storage Sec. 12, TSS, R19E, LaPoint or Water
Disposal Inc. Sec. 32, T1S, RIW, Roosevelt, used in the operations of the field or, unless
prohibited by the Authorized Officer, confined to the approved pit or storage tank for a period not
to exceed 90 days. The use of such pit is hereby approved as part of this Application for Permit to
Drill.

Production fluids will be contained in leak-proof tanks. All production fluids will be disposed of
at approved disposal sites. Produced water, oil, and other byproducts will not be applied to roads
or well pads for control of dust or weeds. The indiscriminate dumping of produced fluids on
roads, well sites, or other areas will not be allowed.

Any spills of oil, gas, salt water, or other noxious fluids will be immediately cleaned up and
removed to an approved disposal site.

A chemical portable toilet will be furnished with the drilling rig.

Garbage, trash, and other waste materials will be collected in a portable, self-contained, fully
enclosed trash cage during operations. Trash will not be burned on location.

All debris and other waste materials not contained in the trash cage will be cleaned up and
removed from the location promptly after removal of the completion rig (weather permitting).

Any open pits will be fenced during the operations. The fencing will be maintained with best
efforts until such time as the pits are backfilled.

No chemicals subject to reporting under SARA Title 1II (hazardous materials) in an amount equal
to or greater than 10,000 pounds will be used, produced, stored, transported, or disposed of
annually in association with the drilling, testing, or completing of wells. Furthermore, extremely
hazardous substances, as defined in 40 CFR 355, in threshold planning quantities, will not be used,
produced, stored, transported, or disposed of in association with the drilling, testing, or completing
of wells within these areas.

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Plans for Restoration of the Surface

The dirt contractor will be provided with approved copies of the Surface Use Plan prior to
construction activities.

Upon well completion, within a reasonable time, the location and surrounding area will be cleared
of all unused tubing, materials, trash, and debris not required for production.

Abandoned well sites, roads, and other disturbed areas will be restored as near as practical to their
original condition. Where applicable, these conditions may include the re-establishment of
irrigation systems, the re-establishment of appropriate soil conditions, and the re-establishment of
vegetation as specified.

All disturbed areas will be re-contoured to the approximate natural contours.

Any drainage rerouted during the construction activities shall be restored to its original line of flow
or as near as possible.

Prior to backfilling the reserve pit, the fence surrounding the reserve pit will be removed. The pit
liner will be folded, torn, and perforated after the pit dries and prior to backfilling the reserve pit.

Before any dirt work associated with reserve pit restoration takes place, the reserve pit shall be as

dry as possible. All debris in it will be removed. Other waste and spoil materials will be disposed
of immediately upon completion of operations. The reserve pit will be reclaimed within 180 days
from the date of well completion, weather permitting. Once reclamation activities have begun, the
activities will be completed within 30 days.

After the reserve pit has been reclaimed, no depressions in the soil covering the reserve pit will be
allowed. The object is to keep seasonal rainfall and runoff from seeping into the soil used to cover
the reserve pit. Diversion ditches and water bars will be used to divert runoff as needed.

Prior to the construction of the location, the top 12 inches of soil material (if present) will be
stripped and stockpiled. Placement of the topsoil is noted on the location plat attached. Topsoil
shall be stockpiled separately from subsoil materials. Topsoil salvaged from the reserve pit shall
be stockpiled separately near the reserve pit.

When restoration activities have been completed, the location site and new access road cuts and
shoulders shall be reseeded. Prior to reseeding, all disturbed areas, including the old access road,
will be scarified and left with a rough surface.

The Authorized Agency Officer shall be contacted for the required seed mixture. Seed will be
broadcast and the amount of seed mixture per acre will be doubled. The seeded area will then be
“walked” with a dozer to assure coverage of the seeds. The seed mixture will reflect the
recommendation from the Archeology study done.

At final abandonment, all casing shall be cut off at the base of the cellar or 3 feet below final
restored ground level, whichever is deeper, and cap the casing with a metal plate a minimum of

Other information

All lease and/or unit operations will be conducted in such a manner that full compliance is made
with all applicable laws, regulations, Onshore Oil and Gas Orders, the approved Plan of
Operations, and any applicable Notice to Lessees. The operator is fully responsible for the actions
of his subcontractors. A copy of these conditions will be furnished to the field representative to
ensure compliance.

The operator will control noxious weeds along access road use authorizations, pipeline route
authorizations, well sites or other applicable facilities. A list of noxious weeds may be obtained
from the Authorized Agency or the appropriate County Extension Office.

Drilling rigs and/or equipment used during drilling operations on this location will not be stacked
or stored on administered lands after the conclusion of drilling operations or at any other time
without authorization by the Authorized Agency Officer.

A class III archaeological survey will be conducted on all lands, unless landowner waives rights
for archaeological survey.

MULTI POINT SURFACE USE & OPERATIONS PLAN

Surface use will be accordance with the Division of Wildlife Resources (GRANTOR) Right-of-Way
(ROW).

1. Existing Roads:

THE SITING OF A PARTICULAR WELL LOCATION WILL BE SHOWN ON MAPS AND DESCRIBED IN
THE SITE SPECIFIC APD.

Improvements to existing access roads will be noted in the site specific APD and in accordance
with the GRANTOR’s specification.

All existing roads will be maintained and kept in good repair during all drilling, completion, and
producing operations associated with this well.

2. Planned Access Roads:
Descriptions of the access road will be included in the site specific APD.

On Ute Tribal, private, and/or state (GRANTOR) surface, access roads will be constructed
according to the surface owners’ specifications. These specifications or ROWs will be attached
to the site specific APD when approved.

SURFACE DISTURBANCE AND VEHICULAR TRAFFIC WILL BE LIMITED TO THE APPROVED
LOCATION AND APPROVED ACCESS ROUTE. ANY ADDITIONAL AREA NEEDED WILL BE APPROVED
IN ADVANCE.

Access roads and surface disturbing activities will conform to standards outlined in the BLM and
Forest Service publication, Surface Operating Standards for Qil and Gas Exploration and

Development, Third Edition, 1989,

New access roads will be crowned (2 to 3%), ditched, and constructed with a running surface of
18 feet and a maximum disturbed width of 32 feet. Graveling or capping the roadbed will be
performed as necessary to provide a well-constructed, safe road. Prior to construction or
upgrading, the proposed road shall be cleared of any snow and shall be allowed to dry
completely.

The disturbed width needed may be wider than 32 feet to accommodate larger equipment where
deep cuts are required for road construction; intersections or sharp curves occur; or, as proposed

by the operator. Approval will be required from the GRANTOR and the BLM/VFO Authorized
Officer.

Appropriate water control structures will be installed to control erosion.

If requested by the GRANTOR a “DEAD END ROAD” sign will be installed and maintained at a
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designated location.

Unless specified in the site specific APD, the following specifications will apply:
No pipelines will be crossed with the new construction.
The maximum grade will be less than 10%.
There will be no turnouts.

There will be no major cuts and fills, culverts, or bridges. If it becomes necessary to
install a culvert at some time after approval of the APD, the operator will submit a
Sundry Notice requesting approval to the BLM/VFO Authorized Officer with
concurrence of the GRANTOR.

The access road will be centerline flagged during time of staking.

There will be no gates, cattle guards, fence cuts, or modifications to existing facilities
without concurrence of the GRANTOR.

Surfacing material may be necessary, depending upon weather conditions.

THE ROAD SURFACE AND SHOULDERS WILL BE KEPT IN A SAFE AND USABLE CONDITION AND
WILL BE MAINTAINED IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE ORIGINAL CONSTRUCTION STANDARDS. ALL
DRAINAGE DITCHES AND CULVERTS WILL BE KEPT CLEAR AND FREE FLOWING AND WILL BE
MAINTAINED ACCORDING TO THE ORIGINAL CONSTRUCTION STANDARDS. THE ACCESS ROAD
ROW WILL BE KEPT FREE OF TRASH DURING OPERATIONS. ALL TRAFFIC WILL BE CONFINED TO
THE APPROVED RUNNING SURFACE. ROAD DRAINAGE CROSSINGS SHALL BE OF THE TYPICAL
DRY CREEK DRAINAGE CROSSING TYPE. CROSSINGS SHALL BE DESIGNED SO THEY WILL NOT
CAUSE SILTATION OR ACCUMULATION OF DEBRIS IN THE DRAINAGE CROSSING, NOR SHALL THE
DRAINAGES BE BLOCKED BY THE ROADBED. EROSION OF DRAINAGE DITCHES BY RUNOFF

Authorized Officer.

A containment dike will be constructed completely around those production facilities
which contain fluids (i.e., production tanks, produced water tanks). This dike will be
constructed of compacted subsoil, be impervious, hold 100% of the capacity of the largest
tank, and be independent of the back cut. The site specific APD will address additional
capacity if such is needed due to environmental concerns. The use of topsoil for the
construction of dikes will not be allowed. If a Spill Prevention, Control, and
Countermeasure (SPCC) Plan is required by the Environmental Protection Agency, the
containment dike may be expanded with the BLM/VFO Authorized Officer’s approval to
meet SPCC requirements.

A description of the proposed pipeline and a map illustrating the proposed route will be
submitted with the site specific APD.

All site security guidelines identified in Federal regulation 43 CFR 3126.7, will be adhered to.
All off-lease storage, off-lease measurement, or commingling on-lease or off-lease production
will have prior written approval form the BLM/VFO Authorized Officer.

Gas meter runs will be located approximately 100 feet from the wellhead. Where necessary, the
gas line will be buried, or anchored down from the wellhead to the meter. Where necessary,

meter runs will be housed and/or fenced.

Location and Type of Water Supply

The location and type of water supply will be submitted with the site specific APD.

Source of Construction Materials:

All construction materials for this location site and access road shall be borrow (local) material
accumulated during construction of the location site, access road or pipeline

Additional gravel or pit lining material will be obtained from a private source.

The use of materials under BLM jurisdiction will conform with 43 CFR 3610.2-3.

Methods of Handling Waste Materials:

DRILL CUTTINGS WILL BE CONTAINED AND BURIED IN THE RESERVE PIT.

Drilling fluids, including salts and chemicals, will be contained in the reserve pit. Upon
termination of drilling and completion operations, the liquid contents of the reserve pit will be
used at the next drill site or will be removed and disposed of at an approved waste disposal
facility within 180 days after drilling is terminated. Immediately upon well completion, any
hydrocarbons in the pit shall be removed in accordance with 43 CFR 3162.7-1.

Upless specified in the site specific APD, the reserve pit will be constructed on the location and
will not be located within natural drainages, where a flood hazard exists or surface runoff will
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destroy or damage the pit walls. The reserve pit will be constructed so that it will not leak, break,
or allow discharge of liquids.

If it is determined at the onsite that a pit liner is necessary, the reserve pit will be lined with a
synthetic reinforced liner a minimum of 12 millimeters thick, with sufficient bedding used to
cover any rocks. The liner will overlap the pit walls and be covered with dirt and/or rocks to hold
it in place. Trash or scrap that could puncture the liner will not be disposed of in the pit.

Reserve pit leaks are considered an unacceptable and undesirable event and will be orally
reported to the Authorized Officer.

After first production, produced wastewater will be trucked to one of the following approved
waste water disposal sites: R.N. Industries, Inc. Sec. 4, T2S, R2W, Bluebell; MC & MC Disposal
Sec. 12, T6S, R19E, Vernal; LaPoint Recycle & Storage Sec. 12, TSS, R19E, LaPoint or Water
Disposal Inc. Sec. 32, T1S, R1W, Roosevelt; used in the operations of the field or, unless
prohibited by the Authorized Officer, confined to the approved pit or storage tank for a period not
to exceed 90 days. The use of such pit is hereby approved as part of this Application for Permit to
Drill.

On GRANTOR administered lands, production fluids will be contained in leak-proof tanks. All
production fluids will be disposed of at approved disposal sites. Produced water, oil, and other
byproducts will not be applied to roads or well pads for control of dust or weeds. The
indiscriminate dumping of produced fluids on roads, well sites, or other areas will not be allowed.

Any spills of oil, gas, salt water, or other noxious fluids will be immediately cleaned up and
removed to an approved disposal site.

A chemical portable toilet will be furnished with the drilling rig.

Garbage, trash, and other waste materials will be collected in a portable, self-contained, fully
enclosed trash cage during operations. Trash will not be burned on location.

All debris and other waste materials not contained in the trash cage will be cleaned up and
removed from the location immediately after removal of the drilling rig.

Any open pits will be fenced during the operations. The fencing will be maintained until such
time as the pits are backfilled.

No chemicals subject to reporting under SARA Title III (hazardous materials) in an amount equal
to or greater than 10,000 pounds will be used, produced, stored, transported, or disposed of
annually in association with the drilling, testing, or completing of wells. Furthermore, extremely
hazardous substances, as defined in 40 CFR 355, in threshold planning quantities, will not be
used, produced, stored, transported, or disposed of in association with the drilling, testing, or

completing of wells within these areas. Specific APD’s shall address any modifications from this
policy.

Ancillary Facilities:

Wellsite Layout:

A LOCATION LAYOUT DIAGRAM DESCRIBING DRILL PAD CROSS-SECTIONS, CUTS AND FILLS,

BRUSH REMOVED FROM THE WELL PAD DURING CONSTRUCTION WILL BE STOCKPILED
WITH THE TOPSOIL.
The flare pit, which will be located downwind from the prevailing wind direction.
The access road.

All pits will be fenced according to the following minimum standards:
39-inch net wire shall be used with at least one strand of wire on top of the net wire.
Barbed wire is not necessary if pipe or some type of reinforcement rod is attached to the

top of the entire fence.

The net wire shall be no more than two inches above the ground. The barbed wire shall
be three inches over the net wire. Total height of the fence shall be at least 42 inches.

Corner posts shall be cemented and/or braced in such a manner as to keep the fence tight
at all times.

Standard steel, wood, or pipe posts shall be used between the corner braces. Distance
between any two posts shall be no greater than 16 feet.

All wire shall be stretched using a stretching device before it is attached to the corner
posts.

The reserve pit fencing will be on two sides during drilling operations, and on the third
and fourth sides when the rig moves off location. Pits will be fenced and maintained

until cleanup.

Plans for Restoration of the Surface:

The dirt contractor will be provided with approved copies of the Surface Use Plan and these
Standard Operating Procedures prior to construction activities.

Immediately upon well completion, the location and surrounding area will be cleared of all
unused tubing, materials, trash, and debris not required for production.

ON LANDS ADMINISTERED BY THE GRANTOR, ABANDONED WELL SITES, ROADS, AND OTHER
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DISTURBED AREAS WILL BE RESTORED AS NEAR AS PRACTICAL TO THEIR ORIGINAL CONDITION.
WHERE APPLICABLE, THESE CONDITIONS MAY INCLUDE THE RE-ESTABLISHMENT OF IRRIGATION
SYSTEMS, THE RE-ESTABLISHMENT OF APPROPRIATE SOIL CONDITIONS, AND THE RE-
ESTABLISHMENT OF VEGETATION AS SPECIFIED.

All disturbed areas will be re-contoured to the approximate natural contours.

Any drainage rerouted during the construction activities shall be restored to its original line of
flow or as near as possible.

Prior to backfilling the reserve pit, the fence surrounding the reserve pit will be removed. The pit
liner will be cut off at the water or mud line and disposed of at an approved landfill site. The
liner will also be torn and perforated after the pit dries and prior to backfilling the reserve pit.

Before any dirt work associated with reserve pit restoration takes place, the reserve pit shall be as
dry as possible. All debris in it will be removed. Other waste and spoil materials will be
disposed of immediately upon completion of operations. The reserve pit will be reclaimed within
180 days from the date of well completion, weather permitting. Once reclamation activities have
begun, the activities will be completed within 30 days.

After the reserve pit has been reclaimed, no depressions in the soil covering the reserve pit will be
allowed. The object is to keep seasonal rainfall and runoff from seeping into the soil used to
cover the reserve pit. Diversion ditches and water bars will be used to divert runoff as needed.

Prior to the construction of the location, the top 12 inches of soil material will be stripped and
stockpiled. Placement of the topsoil will be noted on the location plat attached to the site specific
APD. Topsoil shall be stockpiled separately from subsoil materials. Topsoil salvaged from the
reserve pit shall be stockpiled separately near the reserve pit. When all drilling and completion
activities have been completed, the unused portion of the location (area outside the deadmen) will
be re-contoured and topsoil spread over the area.

Topsoil to be stored for more than one year:

Shall be windrowed, where possible, to a depth of three (3) to four (4) feet at a specified
location near the margin of the site.

Broadcast seeded with the prescribed seed mixture immediately after windrowing. The
Authorized Officer of the appropriate surface management agency shall be contacted for
the required seed mixture. Seed will be drilled on the contour to an appropriate depth.

The stockpile then “walked” with a dozer to cover the seed.
Mulching may be one method considered to enhance the re-establishment of desired
native plant communities. If straw or hay mulch is used, the straw and hay must be
certified to be weed-free and the documentation submitted prior to usage.
When restoration activities have been completed, the location site and new access road cuts and
shoulders shall be reseeded. Prior to reseeding, all disturbed areas, including the old access road

will be scarified and left with a rough surface.

The Authorized Officer or the appropriate surface management agency shall be contacted for the

required seed mixture. Seed will be drilled on the contour to an appropriate depth. If broadcast
seeded, the amount of seed mixture per acre will be doubled, and a harrow or some other
implement will be dragged over the seeded area to assure coverage of the seeds.

For GRANTOR administered surface, at final abandonment, all casing shall be cut off at the_base
of the cellar or 3 feet below final restored ground level, whichever is deeper, and cap the casing
with a metal plate a minimum of 0.25 inches thick. The cap will be welded in place and the well

location and identity will be permanently inscribed on the cap. The cap also will be constructed
with a weep hole.

Surface Ownership:
The ownership of the access roads will be specified in the site specific APD.
The ownership of the well pad will be specified in the site specific APD.

Other Information:

All lease and/or unit operations will be conducted in such a manner that full compliance is made
with all applicable laws, regulations, Onshore Oil and Gas Orders, the approved Plan of
Operations, and any applicable Notice to Lessees. The operator is fully responsible for the
actions of his subcontractors. A copy of these conditions will be furnished to the field
representative to ensure compliance.

The operator will control noxious weeds along access road use authorizations, pipeline route
authorizations, well sites or other applicable facilities. A list of noxious weeds may be obtained
from the GRANTOR, BLM or the appropriate County Extension Office. On GRANTOR
administered land, it is required that a Pesticide Use Proposal be submitted and approved prior to
the application of herbicides or other pesticides or possibly hazardous chemicals.

Drilling rigs and/or equipment used during drilling operations on this location will not be stacked
or stored on GRANTOR administered lands after the conclusion of drilling operations or at any
other time without authorization by the GRANTOR Authorized Officer. If GRANTOR
authorization is obtained, such storage is only a temporary measure.

Travel is restricted to only the approved travel routes.

Unless previously conducted, a class III archaeological survey will be conducted on all Federal,
State (GRANTOR) or Tribal lands. All personnel will refrain from collecting artifacts and from
disturbing any significant cultural resources in the area. The operator is responsible for informing
all persons in the area who are associated with this project that they may be subject to prosecution
for knowingly disturbing historic or archaeological sites or for collecting artifacts. All vehicular
traffic, personnel movement, construction, and restoration activities shall be confined to the areas
examined, as referenced in the archaeological report, and to the existing roadways and/or
evaluated access routes. If historic or archaeological materials are uncovered during construction,
the Operator is to immediately stop work that might further disturb such materials and contact the
Authorized Officer and/or the Ute Tribe Energy and Mineral Department.

Within five working days, the Authorized Officer will inform the operator as to:

Whether the materials appear eligible for the National Historic Register of Historic

Places;

The mitigation measures the operator will likely have to undertake before the site can be
used (assuming in-situ preservation is not necessary); and,

The time frame for the Authorized Officer to complete an expedited review under 36.
CFR 800.11 to confirm, through the State Historic Preservation Officer, that the ﬁpdmgs
of the Authorized Officer are correct and that the mitigation measures are appropriate.

If the operator wishes, at any time, to relocate activities to avoid the expense of mitigation and/or
the delays associated with this process, the Authorized Officer and/or the GRANTOR will
assume responsibility for whatever recordation and stabilization of the exposed materials may be
required. Otherwise the operator will be responsible for mitigation costs. The Authorized Officer
and/or the GRANTOR will provide technical and procedural guidelines for the conduct of
mitigation. Upon verification from the Authorized Officer that required mitigation has been
completed, the Operator will then be allowed to resume construction.

On surface administered by the GRANTOR, all Surface Use Conditions of Approval associated
with the BIA Concurrence letter and Environmental Analysis Mitigation Stipulations will be
adhered to, including:

Any/all contractors used by Grantee Petroleum Company will have acquired a Tribal
Business License and shall have access permits prior to construction.

If the surface rights are owned by the Ute Indian Tribe and mineral rights are owned by
another entity, an Application For Corridor Right-of-Way will be obtained from the BIA
before the Operator begins any construction activities. The BIA right-of-way application
will be delivered under separate cover. If the surface is owned by the GRANTOR and
the mineral rights are owned by the Ute Indian Tribe, a right-of-way will be obtained
from the GRANTOR.

Operator’s employees, including subcontractors, will not gather firewood along roads
constructed by the operator. Grantee Petroleum Company has a Joint Venture Agreement
with the Ute Tribe. This agreement makes it unnecessary for Grantee Petroleum
Company to obtain a wood permit. Please see the Joint Venture Agreement, which has
been assigned to Grantee Petroleum Company, for additional information.

All roads constructed by the operator will have appropriate signs. Signs will be neat and
of sound construction. The sign will state: (a) that the land is owned by the GRANTOR,
(b) the name of the Operator, (c) that firearms are prohibited (d) that permits must be
obtained from the GRANTOR before cutting firewood or other timber products, and (e)
only authorized personnel permitted.

All well site locations will have appropriate signs indicating the name of the operator, the
lease serial number, the well name and number, the survey description of the well (either
footages or the quarter/quarter section, the section, township, and range).
